In New Zealand is found the kiwi, a 
strang e bird of the ostrich fam ily. Os­ 
triches have tw o toes, hut the extinct 
moas had three toes; so also have the 
existing emus, cassow aries and rheas, 
or South Am erican ostriches. The kiwi, 
however, differs from the other stru- 
thlous birds in having four toes. F ur­ 
ther. the kiwi cannot be said to be 
q uite ostrich-like, for in size it is not 
larg er than an ordinary barnyard fowl. 
It has a sm all head, w ith a larg e and 
m uscular neck jrfid a long slender bill, 
with the disting uishing feature th a t 
the nostrils are placed close to its tip. 
The leg s are short, but the muscles on 
the thig hs are well developed, aud the 
feet ore strong and pow erful and pro­ 
vided w ith sharp claw s. The kiw i Is a 
bird devoid of nny external trace of 
wing s, and there is no trace of tail vis­ 
ible while it is covered w ith long , nar­ 
row' hairllke feathers, and on th e fore 
part of the head and sides of the face 
are strag g ling hairllke feelers.—Chíca­ 
lo Chronicle.

The scheme thrived for m any m onths, 
and at one tim e there were thirty men 
in 
the com bination, which became a 
close corporation of profit and power. 
There is no knowing to w hat extent 
it m ight have expanded nor how influ­ 
ential it m ight have become at last had 
not the nature of the organization 
given it undue prominence and caused 
it to fall directly under the ban of 
the 
m endicant squad. One by one the mem­ 
bers were captured and sent to the is­ 
land, and in the end the gang was 
broken up.—Theodore W aters in Every­ 
body’s^ Magazine.

AN ASPH ALT LAKE. 


T h e W a y t h e S tu ff I* W in ed a n d P r e ­ 
p a r e d F or M a r k e t. 
The largest South Am erican asphalt 
lake, in Venezuela, consists of a dark 
brownish deposit of semifluid and semi- 
solld substance surrounded by banks 
from three to six feet high. In the cen­ 
te r of this lake is a continual ejection 
of hot fluid asphait, accom panied by 
large bubbles of gas. 
The dark skinned w orkm en excavate 
it in pieces weighing in the neighbor­ 
hood of twenty-five pounds, sections 
forty feet in area and about four feet 
deep being worked a t one time. 
As 
quickly as freed from its surroundings 
it is placed in large tubs, resting uiK>n 
small flat topped tram cars operated 
upon a narrow gauge road. The entire 
surface is constantly moving, thus ne­ 
cessitating a continual relaying of the 
tracks. 
The freshly excavated asphalt is con­ 
veyed to the shore, w here the tubs are 
lifted by hydraulic power to an aerial 
tram w ay, by which it is conveyed to 
th e large w harf situated on the (Jua­ 
nero river, about five miles distant 
from the luiie. H ere it is weighed and 
dum ped into vessels w hich convey it t<> 
the foreign lands. 
Upon its arrival a t a factory it y* 
heated until th e w ater is expelled and 
the earthy m aterial cast to the bottom 
of the large vats, tyid it is poured 
through a sieve into barrels, w here it 
solidifies. 
It is then ready for com ­ 
merce.—New York Tribune.

a “court of transporta­ 
tion.” 
The bill is a com bination of 
the 
Esch and Townsend 
measure*, 
with 
am endm ents 
taken from th e H epburn 
bill. 
T he Democrats on the com m it­ 
tee voted for 
the Davey bill. 


R a te-M a k in g P ow er (or th e H oard, 
The bill as reported contains tw enty- 
tw o sections. 
Sections one and tw o 
extend auth ority to the interstate com-1 
meree com m ission, w henever a fte r full 
hearing it has declared any existing 
rate for the transportation of persons 
or property, or any regulation or pra c - 
1 
tice w hatsoever affecting the tra ns 
portation of persons or property, to be 
unreasonable or unjustly discrim ina­ 
tory to declare and order w h at shall 
be a just and reasonable rate, prac­ 
tice, or regulation to be charged, im ­ 
posed. or followed in the future, in J 
place of th a t found to be unreasonable 
or unjustly discrim inatory. 


O pvrw tire of It* Own F orce. 
And th e order of the com m ission 
shall of its ow n force become operative 
th irty days a fte r notice hns b<*en given

C om posed 
cM F ive U n ited State» C ircu it 
J arisen 
It» J u r isd ic tion , 


Section seven establishes the court 
of transportation to be composed of ; 
five circuit judgesof th e U nited States, 
no tw o of whom shall 
be from the 
sam e judicial circuit. 
They shall 
be 
designated by 
the president for term s 
of one, two, 
three, four and five years, 
respectively, from A pril 
1, 1005, and 
as th eir term s expire 
the 
president 
shall from the circuit judgee* appoint 
th e ir successors for term s of five ye*rs 
each. 
Section eight provides th a t this 
court shall hold four regular sessions 
annually in W ashington, beginning on 
the first Tuesday in M arch, June, Sep-j 
tem berand December. Special sessions 
of the com ; may be held at other 
places “w hen justice would b© thereby-, 
prom oted.” 
Section nine provides for filling the 
places of th e circuit judges appointed ! 
as almve. Section ten grants the court j 
of 
transportation 
“exclusive original 
jurisdiction" in all eases brought un­ 
der the provisions of the bill, and also 
the interstate com merce act. Section 
eleven extends to the court of tra ns­ 
portation ail the pow ers of a circuit 
court of the United States, so far as 
th e sam e may !>e applicable. 
Sections twelve and 
thirteen 
pro­ 
vide: 
“T h at in every suit or proceed­ 
ing brought in the court of transporta­ 
tion to enforce the orders, rulings ox 
requirem ents of th e inte rstate com ­ 
m erce eouimission, 
or to restrain, eu*- 
join, or otherw ise prevent their en­ 
forcem ent and operation, the findings 
of fact inuue and reported by the com ­ 
mission shi.il 
l-e 
received as prim a 
facie evidence of 
each 
and 
e\ery 
fact 
found, 
and 
no 
evidence 
on 
behalf of either ¡» arty shall be adm issi­ 
ble in any such 
suit or proceeding 
w hich was not offered, but w hich w ith 
th e exercise of proper diligence could 
have beer,, offered on th e hearing before 
the corumssion 
th a t 
resulted in the 
partcuLafr order or orders 
in 
contro­ 
versy 
Provlson is made for appeals from 
the court of transporta ton to th e na­ 
tional suprem e court, w heh shall give 
such appeal- precedence, except ovtr 
crim inal cases; th at the attorney gener­ 
al shell conduct the proceedings before 
the court, rut may also employ spe­ 
cial ooqnseu th at th e penalty for vio­ 
lation of the rulings of the court shall 
be a line or $ 5.<>00 a day for each day 
of violation, th a t th e interstate com­ 
m erce commission shall consist of sev­ 
en m embers, the salary of each beng 
$ 10,000 a year, and) th a t no more than 
four of them shall be of the sam e 
party.

An 
erudite author sixty years ago, having 
laboriously collated an assortm ent of 
allusions to sheep m ade by sacred and 
profane w riters, concluded th a t “the 
history of these anim als is so inter­ 
woven w ith the history of man th a t 
they never existed in a w ild state a t 
all. 
Biblical history from th e tim e of 
Abel is full of allusions to the flocks 
which formed the chief possessions of 
the Jew ish people and their neighbors. 
The spoils of w ar and the tribute of 
vassal kings largely consisted of sheep. 
T hus we read that Mesha, king of 
Monb, w as a sheep m aster and render­ 
ed unto the king of Israel a hundred 
thousand lam bs and a hundred thou­ 
sand ram s w ith the wool. 
Moses a fte r 
his victory over the M idinnites obtain­ 
ed as loot no less than (>75,000 sheep, 
and long before the C hristian era sheer» 
w ere cultivated in w estern Europe. 
Spain and Italy possessed them from 
an unknown period, although long afte r 
Rome was founded the inhabitants had 
not learned to sheer th e fleece, and un­ 
til the tim e of Pliny the practice of 
plucking it from the skin w as not whol­ 
ly abandoned, so long th a t the 1 tum ble 
shepherds of Syria preceded in th eir 
knowledge of necessary arts the future 
conquerors of th e ir country.

and k illing the young of harm less and 
useful birds, which, if p erm itted to 
live and increase, would p rotect the 
forests from harm ful insects. 
By k ill­ 
ing these birds the squirrel tak es rank 
as a forest destroyer. 
Moreover, the 
red squirrel is not the only sinner. 
In 
my opiniou the gray is alm ost, if not 
quite, as bad. 
I have k illed many squirrels caught 
in the net of eating eggs of young 
birds. 
Any bird that selects a nesting 
place which is also adap ted to the use 
of squirrels is alm ost certain to be 
ejected. 
W hen a forest has been de­ 
stroyed by fires, lum berm en or insects, 
it is alm ost impossible for natural re­ 
foresting to tak e place if squirrels are 
abundant in an adjoining tract, because 
they eat the seeds. 
F ifty seeds per 
bead each day wmuld be a low’ esti­ 
m ate. 
Yet even this w’ould m ak e 18,- 
250 in a year. 
And seeds are not the 
only thing. 
In w inter the ground is 
often strew n w ith tw igs tha t have been 
strip p ed of buds by squirrels. 
The 
trees attack ed are generally situated 
a t the border of a dense forest and 
would, if left alone, yield the greatest 
seed crop. 
A single squirrel thus de­ 
stroys in one day thousands of seeds in 
the germ. 
In M ontana I bave seen 
the grays rob birds’ nests.—Country 
Life In America.

dex proper. 
Such tables followed the order of ap ­ 
p earance of the subjects In the book 
itself. 
A lp habetical 
arrangem ent, 
which w as the beginning of the real in­ 
dex, ap p ears not to have been thought 
of until the invention of p rinting, and 
even then it sp read but slowly. 
E ras 
mus w as one of the first to p rovide his 
work s w ith alp habetical indexes. 
The 
custom did not become universal uu 
til w’ell into the sixteenth century. 
The first index to an English book is 
said to be tha t p rinted in Polydore 
Vergil’s “ Angliae H istoriae.” in 1546. 
An edition of this work p ublished ten 
years later has an index of thirty-seven 
pages.
